Re: Letter of Support for $5,000,000 for Zuckerberg San Francisco General Hospital
Dear Senator Feinstein, Senator Padilla, and Speaker Emerita Pelosi:

We write to request your support for $4,000,000 in funding from the Department of Health and Human
Services, Health Resources and Services Administration, Program Management to update and renovate
Zuckerberg San Francisco General Hospital’s (ZSFG) Family Health Center. Additionally, we write to
request your support for $1,000,000 in funding from the Department of Justice, State and Local Law
Enforcement Activities, Office of Justice Programs, Byrne Discretionary Grants for equipment and
programming to create a new Children & Adolescent Support Advocacy and Resource Center. Both of
these care centers will be part of a seismically retrofitted, newly designed, and state-of-the-art
Outpatient Health Center at Zuckerberg San Francisco General.

As you may know, ZSFG moved into its new inpatient hospital building in 2016, vacating a seven-
story tower that currently serves as its outpatient clinical center but no longer meets seismic standards.
Now, ZSFG wants to retrofit and redesign the building to better accommodate a new wraparound,
longitudinal, and preventative care approach to their medical services — highlighted by the Children &
Adolescent Support Advocacy and Resource Center and the Family Health Center.

ZSFG designed the new facility to house all outpatient services upon completion, amounting to
approximately 500,000 patient visits per year and serving San Francisco’s vulnerable population with a
distinct set of needs. The hospital’s approach aims to expand its care to include social issues such as
food and housing, preventative screenings for early identification of health issues, and collaboration
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with respective providers as partner. With a new facility designed to execute this approach, ZSFGH
will be able to allow care teams to be together, learn from each other, and thus, better serve its patients.

The Family Health Center and the Children & Adolescent Support Advocacy and Resource Center
exemplify the commitment to this new wraparound approach. The Family Health Center serves as the
primary family health clinic, and an updated Center will provide approximately 15,000 patients with
comprehensive care that integrates mental health and other preventative and social services in primary
medicine. The creation of the Children & Adolescent Support Advocacy and Resource Center will
open a new space that houses specialized professional services for children, adolescents, and their
families who have experienced trauma and need acute, wraparound care for healing. These two Centers
are central to making ZSFG’s new approach to medicine a reality for its patients.

Investment in the new Outpatient Health Center will create cost-saving practices over time by better
supporting the hospital’s ability to provide preventative wellness services. Routine, preventative care
helps solve health problems or finds them before they result in costly inpatient services. An upgraded
Outpatient Health Center reduces the likelihood that the number of inpatient beds or the emergency
department’s size will become rate-limiters in ZSFG’s ability to deliver care. Access to preventative
services reduces the likelihood that patients leave chronic diseases untreated until it becomes a crisis.

ZSFG has been on the frontline of treating California’s neediest population, and investment in the
hospital cannot be more critical. Amidst the homelessness and addiction crises, access to quality
medical services is imperative, and ZSFG embodies our commitment to health care for all. 92% of
ZSFGH’s patients are uninsured, under-insured, jailed, unhoused, and/or undocumented. About half
prefer to conduct medical visits in a language other than English. One in four families report difficulty
with housing; one in six report worrying about not having enough food for everyone in the household.
Federal funding will uplift the hospital’s commitment to serving our city’s neediest at this pivotal time.

The hospital has a long legacy of aiding the community. Opening its doors in 1872, ZSFGH is the
city’s first public hospital. Since its founding, the hospital has aided thousands in the city during times
of need. In 1906, during the Great San Francisco Earthquake, the hospital became the local facility for
shelter and care. In 1972, the hospital received its Federal Trauma Care Center and has maintained it
ever sense. Additionally, in 1981, the first AIDS case was confirmed at SFGH. The hospital opened
Ward 58 and Ward 86, the nation’s first AIDS inpatient and outpatient clinic respectively, setting the
standard for the treatment and care of AIDS. Most recently, the hospital helped steward San
Franciscans through the COVID-19 pandemic and provided key services safely during lockdown.

ZSFGH is a model of access to and quality of care for the country. We look forward to the impact this
new Outpatient Health Center will have on the well-being of so many lives every day. Thank you for
your consideration of our support for San Francisco General Hospital’s funding request.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING
San Francisco’s Commercially Sexually Exploited Children Program

This Memorandum of Understanding (“MOU”) of San Francisco’s Commercially Sexually
Exploited Children (“CSEC”) Program is to delineate the goals and related responsibilities of the
Signatories with respect to the CSEC Program is entered into as of January 21, 2016 (“Effective
Date”) by and among the following City departments and nonprofit agencies (hereinafter
“Parties™):

The San Francisco Human Services Agency - Family and Children’s Division

San Francisco Juvenile Probation

The San Francisco Police Department

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WHEREAS, an individual who is described as a commercially sexually exploited child or
sexually trafficked under California Penal Code Section 236.1, or who receives food or shelter in
exchange for, or who is paid to perform, sexual acts as per California Penal Code Section 236.1
or 11165.1, and whose parent or guardian failed to, or was unable to protect the child, is a
commercially sexually exploited child and may be served through the San Francisco child
welfare system pursuant to California Welfare and Institutions Code Section 300(b)(2); and

WHEREAS, The Parties desire to participate in the CSEC Program as described in California
Welfare and Institutions Code Section 16524.7 in order to more effectively serve commercially
sexually exploited children by utilizing a multidisciplinary approach for training, prevention,
identification, assessment, case management, service planning, and the provision of services
including system improvement; and

WHEREAS, the Parties to this Memorandum of Understanding have developed the following
guidelines to serving commercially sexually exploited children; and

WHEREAS, the Parties commit to the following guiding principles:
A. Guiding Principles:

1. Commercial Sexual Exploitation of children must be understood as child abuse and
reported as such, and
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2. San Francisco’s response to CSEC should not criminalize the youth being exploited,
and should avoid airest or prosecution of the youth whenever possible.

B. Responses to Commercially Sexually Exploited Children should be:
Victim-centered,

Trauma-informed,

Strengths-based,

Developmentally appropriate,

Culturally, linguistically, and LGBTQ competent and affirming,

Committed to active efforts that engage commercially sexually exploited children
safely, early and only as necessary,

Multidisciplinary in scope, individualized, flexible, and timely, and

Data and outcome driven.
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C. Agency Policies & Procedures should: ‘

1. Ensure and track cross-system collaboration at the system and individual case level,

2. Incorporate mechanisms to identify and assess commercially sexually exploited
children at key decision points, _

3. Address the unique physical and emotional safety considerations of commercially
sexually exploited children,

4. Address unique physical and emotional safety considerations, including vicarious
trauma of staff, caregivers, and other relevant support persons; and

5. Ensure guiding principles are reflected in all policy/procedure development.

WHEREAS, the Parties agree to form a CSEC Steering Committee to provide ongoing oversight
and support to ensure that San Francisco agencies and partners effectively collaborate to beiter
identify and serve children who are victims of commercial sexual exploitation and at risk of
becoming exploited; and

WHEREAS, the Parties agree to form a multidisciplinary team (“MDT”}, pursuant to California
Welfare and Institutions Code Section 16524.7(d)(2) as a part of its CSEC Program, to address
the needs of a youth in a coordinated manner; and

WHEREAS, the Parties agree that the confidential information concerning children who are part
of the CSEC Program may be shared only between and among members of the CSEC MDT and
only for prevention, identification, and treatment purposes, when the client or the client’s legal
representative provides express consent or other legal authorization is provided. Consistent with
and notwithstanding any other provision of law, such information shall not be subject to
subpoena or other court process for use in any other proceeding or for any other purpose; and

WHEREAS, some of the Parties must comply with mandatory reporting guidelines as stated in
California Penal Code Sections 11164 — 11174.3 and report known or suspected child abuse and

neglect, which includes commercial sexual exploitation; and

WHEREAS, the District Attorney’s Ofﬁce, including the Victims Services Division has a legal
and ethical obligation to disclose and produce any exculpatory evidence in a criminal or
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delinquency proceeding and, as such, CSEC partners will consider establishing policies fo limit
sharing of information with employees of these agencies, and the District Attorney’s Office will
limit its access to certain information in any shared data,

WHEREAS, this MOU defines the mutually agreed upon responsibilities of each of the Parties
under the CSEC Program pursuant to California Welfare and Institutions Code Section 16524.7
and is not intended to establish legal duties or otherwise alter the respective responsibilities of
the Parties; and

NOW THEREFORE, the Partics of this MOU set forth the following as the terms and conditions
of their understanding:

I. Steering Committee
A. Purpose of the Steering Committee

1. In order to ensure San Francisco effectively implements the CSEC Program, the
Parties agree to form a Steering Committee that will meet at least quarterly.

2. The Steering Committee will provide ongoing oversight and leadership to ensure that
San Francisco agencies and partners effectively collaborate to better identify and
serve youth who are at risk of or have been commercially sexually exploited,

i.  Developing the Interagency CSEC MOU,

ii. Implementing the MOU,

iii. Overseeing implementation of the MOU,

iv. Collecting and analyzing aggregate data related to the MOU,

v. Revising the MOU as needed on an ongoing basis,

needs of commercially sexually exploited children,

vii. Identifying necessary training and ensuring such training occurs,

The Parties will use reasonable efforts to ensure that an assessment of an exploited youth’s
needs and strengths will occur upon identification. Further, the Parties will use reasonable
efforts to limit unnecessary and/or duplicative assessments and thereby, coordinate to ensure
that assessments are streamlined and limited when appropriate.

A, Agencies
The following Parties are responsible for assessing children and youth who have been
identified as victims of or at risk of commercial sexual exploitation.
1. DPH/ Community Behavioral Health Services (CBHS)
(i) Clinicians conducting mental health evaluation who receive referrals from
SFHSA and SFIPD

(iii} Health Care providers during medical evaluations
2. SFJPD/Probation Department
(i)  Clinicians from DPH/CBHS

3. Huckleberry Youth Programs

B. Circumstances
The Parties will assess an identified victim or a child at risk of commercial sexual
exploitation under the following circumstances:

1. Family & Children Services:

(ii) Upon a change in placement, and/or
(iii) Every six months to monitor progress.
2. Juvenile Probation Department:
(i) When a child enters the juvenile detention facility,
(i) Upon a change in placement, and/or
(iii) Every six months to monitor progress.
3. Community Behavioral Health Services:
When a child is referred to mental health clinicians for services.

A. The Parties will provide staff to participate in MDT meetings who have been trained in

MDT
meetings will maintain the guiding principles established in this MOU. To address a
commercially sexually exploited child’s needs, from identification through ongoing
stabilization, a three-tiered multidisciplinary response will be employed that includes:

1. Coordinated Rapid Response MDT, which involves both a rapid response within 2
hours as well as intensive, ongoing support through the first 72 hours post-
identification. '

2. Non-emergency MDT, which includes convening a team to address the youth’s -
needs within 10 days where immediate safety risks may not be present.

3. Ongoing MDT, which include ongoing case planning and coordination, involving
monthly team meetings to review new cases involving cases of commercially
sexually exploited children that have gone through Coordinate Rapid Response
MDT, Non-emergency MDT, or Community-based services track, as well as
other challenging cases identified by the MDT Parties.

A comprehensive overview of the MDT process is set forth in Appendix A.

With regard to information from the CSEC Program pursuant to this MOU,

The Steering Committee will adopt a policy concerning the sharing, disclosure,
transmittal and storage of confidential information including protected health
information that complies with state and federal laws, including but not limited to the
Health Insurance Portability Information and Accountability Act of 1997 (HIPAA); the
Confidentiality of Medical Information Act (CMIA); the Lanterman-Petris-Short (LPS)
Act; special provisions regarding HIV test results; the Patient Access to Health Records
Act (PAHRA); state and federal governing Criminal Offender Record Information, and
state and federal law governing the District Attorney’s duty to disclose to criminal
defendant potentially exculpatory information,

Until the Steering Committee adopts a policy concerning the sharing, disclosure,
transmittal and storage of information, that has been reviewed and approved by the City
Attorney’s Office, confidential information will not be shared between the Parties
pursuant to this MOU unless consent of the client or his/her legal representative, or other
legal authorization is provided.

Effective Date. This MOU is effective January 21, 2016.

Duration of Term. This MOU will be in full force and effect with an initial term of
three (3) years from the Effective Date. After the initial term, the MOU will
automatically renew for additional twelve (12) months periods not to exceed a total
term of nine (9) years from the Effective Date.

Termination. The Human Services Agency — Family and Children Services Division
may terminate this Agreement at any time for convenience and without cause by
providing written notice to all CSEC Steering Committee members, specifying the
‘date on which termination shall become effective,
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D. Withdrawal as a Party. Any of the Parties may withdraw from the MOU by providing

Survival of Terms. In the event of termination or withdrawal of a party from this
MOU, the obligations of the Parties and the terms of the provisions contained in
Sections V and VI shall survive and continue.

Mutual Indemnification.

1. Nonprofit Parties shall indemnify and save harmless City and their officers,
agents and employees from, and if requested, shall defend them against any and
all loss, cost, damage, injury, liability, and claims thereof for injury or death of a
person, or loss of or damage to property arising from the nonprofit Parties’
performance of this Agreement, including, but not limited to (i) nonprofit
Parties’ use of facilities or equipment provided by City or others; (i) any
negligent acts or omissions of the nonprofit Parties; and (iii) the performance by
the nonprofit Parties of any services or the furnishing of any materials by the
nonprofit Parties under this MOU, except to the extent that such indemnity is
void or otherwise unenforceable under applicable law in effect on or validly
retroactive to the date of this MOU,

2. City shall indemnify and save harmless nonprofit Parties and its officers, agents
and employees from, and, if requested, shall defend them against any and all
loss, cost, damage, injury, liability, and claims thereof for injury to or death of a
person, or loss of or damage to property arising from the negligence or willful
misconduct of City, except to the extent that such indemnity is void or
otherwise unenforceable under applicable law in effect on or validly retroactive
to the date of this MOU. _

3. Parties to this MQU shall be responsible for their own defense and defense
costs of all claims and liabilities of any type which arise out of the sole acts or
omissions of the respective party. In the event of concurrent negligence of the
City, its officers, employees and agents, and nonprofit Parties and its officers,
employees and agents, the liability for any and all claims for injuries or damage
to persons and/or property shall be apportioned under the California theory of
comparative negligence as presently established or as may hereafter be
modified. _

Governing Law; Venue. The formation, interpretation and performance of this MOU
shall be governed by the laws of the State of California, without regard to its conflict
of law principles. Venue for all litigation relative to the formation, interpretation, and
performance of this MOU shall be in San Francisco.

Modification of this MOU. This MOU may not be amended or modified, nor may
compliance with any of its terms be waived, except by written instrument executed
and approved in the same manner as this MOU,

Nothing in this MOU will be construed to create a partnership, joint venture, franchise,
fiduciary, employment or agency relationship between the Signatories. No Signatory
has any express or implied authority to assume or create any obligation on behalf of
any other Signatory or to bind any other Signatory to any contract, agreement or
undertaking with any third party. This MOU is not intended to confer any right or
benefit on any third party (including but not limited to, any employee or beneficiary of
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any party), and no action may be commenced or prosecuted against a party by any
third party claiming as a third party beneficiary of this MOU or any of the transactions
contemplated by this MOU,
